The Buffalo Office has had the following experiences with the employee 
and his wife, TAYLOR CALDWELL: ' : ' v ' *?*• 

In August, 1940, TAYLOR CALDWELL became quite involved with a neighbor, : : 
one CHESTER BROST, over the alleged placing of swastikas painted on signs on BROST’s 
lawn. As a result of this incident she wrote a letter to the Director in which she. 
accused the Buffalo Office of "amused indifference and apparent lethargy. " Bureau ; ■ 
file 100-836 sets forth this letter, plus a subsequent interview with Miss CALDWELL. 


Ip^October, 1941, this office came into possession of a letter to Mrs. 
JANET T. CUTBACK, dated October 17, 1941, on the letterhead of SCHOELLKOPF, HUTTON ‘Jg 
& POMEROY, Investment Securities, 70 Niagara Street, Buffalo, New York. This letter 
was a statement of sales of "blocked" German Reichsmarks against payment of U. S. 1 r* 
funds. This letter was evidently a statement made by the brokers to Mrs. GAIDWELLv; 
at her request. <v 

In February, 1941, Mrs. REBACK advised the Buffalo Office that she had 
heard a rumoij v/hich was supposedly current in New York City, to the effect that she 
had received 60,000 Marks from the German Government. At this time she admitted " 
receiving 60,000 Marks and 125,000 Marks from the Germqn Government as royalties 
for a book she wrote which was published and sold in Germany. r 

In June, 1941, Mrs. REBACK in the role of a complainant stated that she ,, 
was the recipient of a postcard from the CHRISTIAN MOTHERS' CLUB OF AMERICA, branding’ 
her a "depraved" person because of her views on the European situation. .At this 
time she branded this club as an active bund organization. .. ■/ 

In February, 1942, the employee as a complainant contacted the Buffalo 
Office regarding a call received by his wife to "warn your friends and then get out.^J 
There is going to be an air raid." ' • v? '4? 

In August of 1942, Mrs. REBACK as a complainant advised the Buffalo 
Office that one HANS PAUR had contacted her the latter part of 1941 for a supply 
of her books so he could have them translated and forwarded to Germany. He indicated 
he could do so via South America. , * . jOvjf y* 

In September, 1943, Mrs. REBACK as a complainant advised that her daughter* 
had told her that a teacher in Public School 13 had remarked, "The United States

It is believed that there is an unsub- 
stantiated rumor to the effect that TAYLOR CALDWELL, received commendation from 
ADOLF HITLER regarding the contents of one of her novels. The Bureau, in the 
event a full field investigation is instigated, is requested to supply the 
Office with any information regarding such possible commendation. 

Unless advised to the contrary* by the Bureau, this case is being 
considered as Referred Upon Completion to the Office of Origin.

stated that in his opinion the film was of a propaganda 
nature designed to combine commercial advertising with the American way of^life;,- 
However, he advised that one individual sitting behind hi^repeatedly made' 
sarcastic and deri sive commen ts in undertones audible tof^HHHBVc oncer ningv. yi£ 
the picture which ^^BHVOiought might be indicative of un-American sympathies 
The most pungent remarkH^ could recall was "This will a^Mj^changed some 
day" made in a female voice at the conclusion of the film.|BHHHF said that'|y 
the woman seemed to be talking rather freely and that her escort, apparently 
her husban d, made repeated eff orts to restrain her. The quoted comment was up-- 
setting to£HHHHMHHHF't° the extent that they are of the opinion that 
the person making the comment might be potentially dangerous in the event of \ 
hostilities.
